Mexico  Pride  Draws  4000  in  Militant  Rally

MEXICO  CITY  —  An 
estimated  4,000  persons  .par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  country’s  seventh 
annual  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride 
March,  on  Saturday,  June  29, 
1985.  There  were  few  traces  of  the

bitter  factionalism  that  had 
marked  the  previous  two  years’ 
events  (See  GCN,  Vol.  12,  No.  6), 
although  several  former  members 
of  the  now-defunct  Grupo  Lamb¬ 
da  de  Liberacion  Homosexual  had 
attempted  to  sabotage  the  event  by 
publishing  a  letter  in  the  dailies 
Uno  Mas  Uno  and  La  Jornada, 
implying  that  it  would  not  occur 
because  of  the  threat  of  possible 
confrontation  between  marchers 
and  “provocateurs.” 

The  march  started  to  form  at 
4:00  p.m.  in  front  of  the 
Monumento  a  los  Ninos  Heroes  in 
Chapultepec  Park,  the  traditional

assembly  point  for  political  mar¬ 
ches  in  the  nation’s  capital.  An 
hour  later  the  march  started  on  its 
two-mile  route  down  the  city’s 
main  boulevard,  Paseo  de  la 
Reforma,  reaching  the  Hemiciclo 
a  Juarez  in  the  downtown 
Alameda  park  at  7:00.  Although  it 
had  rained  for  most  of  the  after¬ 
noon  and  was  still  sprinkling  inter¬ 
mittently  as  the  march  was  first 


assembling,  it  remained  dry  for 
most  of  the  event,  not  beginningto 
rain  again  until  dusk,  almost  at  the 
end  of  the  hour-long  rally. 

Participants  carried  banners  de¬ 
nouncing  the  continuing  police 
raids  against  gay  gathering  spots 
and  announcing  their  organiza¬ 
tions.  In  addition,  there  was  a  ban-  •

Georgia  to  Challenge 
Overturned  Sodomy  Law

ATLANTA  —  The  State  of 
Georgia  will  in  the  next  few  days 
petition  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  to  overturn  a  lower  court’s 
decision  that  the  state’s  sodomy 
law  infringes  on  lesbians’  and  gay 
men’s  right  to  privacy.  ~ 

The  challenge  regards  a  decision 
by  the  11th  Circuit  Court  in  the 
case  of  Hardwick  v.  Bowers.  On 
August  3,  1982,  an  Atlanta  police 
officer  arrived  with  a  warrant  at 
the  house  of  Michael  Hardwick. 
Hardwick  had  been  ticketed 
previously  for  drunkenness  and  had 
not  paid  the  fine.  Hardwick’s 
roommate  admitted  the  officer, 
who  then  found  Hardwick  having 
sex.  The  officer  arrested  Hardwick 
for  sodomy,  which  in  Georgia  is  a 
felony  punishable  by  a  maximum 
of  20  years  in  prison.  It  includes 
“any  sex  act  involving  the  mouth 
or  anus  of  one  person,  and  the  sex 
organs  of  another.” 

Although  the  sodomy  charges 
were  eventually  dropped,  Hard¬ 
wick  challenged  the  law  on  the 
basis  that  it  violated  his  right  to 
privacy.  A  married  heterosexual 
couple  joined  the  suit  as  well, 
arguing  that  the  law  had  a  “chill¬ 
ing  effect”  on  their  sexual  activity. 
The  district  court  dismissed  the 
case,  arguing  that  Hardwick  had 
no  standing  to  challenge  the  law  as 
charges  against  him  had  been 
dropped. 

On  appeal,  the  11th  Circuit 
Court  ruled  in  a  2-1  vote  on  May 
21  that  “the  Georgia  [sodomy] 
statute  infringes  upon  the  fun¬ 
damental  constitutional  rights  of 
the  homosexual....  The  activity  he 
hopes  to  engage  in  is  quintessen- 
tiaily  private  and  lies  at  the  heart 
of  an  intimate  association  beyond 
the  proper  reach  of  state  regula¬ 
tion.”  The  ruling  further  stated 
that  “the  state  must  prove  in  order 
to  prevail  that  it  has  a  compelling 
interest  in  regulating  this  behavior 
and  that  the  statute  is  the  most 
narrowly  drawn,”  that  is,  the  most 


specific  and  limited  “means  of 
safeguarding  that  interest.”  The 
court  remanded  the  case  to  trial  to 
determine  whether  the  state  did,  in 
fact,  have  a  compelling  interest.  It 
ruled  that  the  straight  couple  did 
not  have  standing. 

The  Court  specifically  rejected 
as  precedent  the  1976  case  of  Doe 
v.  Commonwealth’s  Attorney  for 
City  of  Richmond.  The  plaintiffs 
in  Doe  were  gay  men  who  argued 
that  the  Virginia  law  infringed  on 
their  rights  of  due  process, 
freedom  of  expression,  privacy, 
and  freedom  from  cruel  and 
unusual  punishment.  A  district 
court  ruled  that  the  plaintiffs  had 
no  standing  to  challenge  the  law, 
and  the  Supreme  Court  summarily 
affirmed  the  judgment.  The  11th 
Circuit  Court  reasoned  that  Doe 
was  not  binding  because  the  court 
had  not  explicitly  ruled  on  the 
merits  of  the  case. 

Lesbian  and  gay  rights  activists 
hailed  the  Circuit  Court’s  decision 
as  a  major  victory.  Jean  O’Leary, 
executive  director  of  the  San 
Francisco-based  National  Gay 
Rights  Advocates  (NGRA),  said, 
“This  decision  is  significant 
because  sodomy  laws  are  the 
bedrock  of  discrimination  against 
gay  men  and  women  in  this  coun¬ 
try.”  Abby  Rubenfeld,  managing 
attorney  for  the  New  York-based 
Lambda  Legal  Defense  and 
Education  Fund,  said,  “The 
Court  set  an  extremely  important 
precedent  in  this  case.  It’s  the  first 
time  a  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  has 
held  that  the  right  to  privacy  pro¬ 
tects  lesbians  and  gay  men.”  Both 
groups  had  filed  amicus  briefs  in 
the  case. 

The  State  of  Georgia  petitioned 
the  11th  Circuit  Court,  which  has 
jurisdiction  over  Georgia,  Florida, 
and  Alabama,  to  hear  the  case 
with  all  judges  of  the  court  pre¬ 
sent.  The  state  was  hoping  to  stay 
the  earlier  court  mandate  that  the 
case  go  to  trial.  The  petition  for  a 


hearing  before  the  entire  court  was 
denied  June  13. 

As  GCN  goes  to  press,  the  At¬ 
torney  General  for  the  State  of 
Georgia,  Michael  Bowers,  says 
that  he  plans  to  petition  the 
Supreme  Court  to  review  the  case 
within  the  next  few  days.  Bowers, 
who  as  attorney  general  is  the 
plaintiff  in  the  case,  says  he  will 
submit  the  petition  on  the  grounds 
that  the  Circuit  Court  erred  in  not 
following  the  precedent  set  in  the 
Doe  case.  He  argued  that  whether 
or  not  the  Doc  decision  was  based 
on  the  merits  of  the  case  or  the 
standing  of  the  plaintiffs,  “the  law 
is  that  an  affirmance  is  binding  as 
precedent.”  Bowers  has  until 
August  30  to  file'the  petition. 

Kathy  Wilde,  attorney  lor 
Hardwick,  welcomes  the 
challenge.  Wilde  said,  “If  it  does 
have  to  go  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
this  is  the  cleanest  case  possible.  It 
involved  no  mpney,  no  minors, 
and  no  force;  it  happened  in  the 
privacy  of  the  home,  not  in  a 
public  place  like  a  park.”  She  said 
that  often  in  prosecutions  for 
sodomy  there  are  complicating  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  that  the  specifici¬ 
ty  in  this  case  would  allow  the  High 
Court  to  make  a  clear  ruling  on  the 
constitutionality  of  sodomy  laws. 

Nick  Danna,  president  of  the 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  Chapter 
of  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union-Georgia,  told  GCN  that 
were  the  Supreme  Court  to  rule 
favorably  on  the  Hardwick  case,  it 
would  probably  only  decriminalize 
sex  among  consenting  adults  in  the 
privacy  of  the  home.  It  would  not 
affect  laws  regarding  solicitation, 
sex  with  or  among  minors,  or 
public  sex,  which  are  often  selec¬ 
tively  enforced  against  gay  men. 
Even  so,  Danna  said,  “It’s  time 
for  the  Supreme  Court  to  be 
courageous,  and  recognize  that  it’s 
reasonable  for  adult  males  to  ex¬ 
press  their  love.”

There  was  also  a  contingent 
front  the  Partido  Revolucionario  de 
los  Trabajadores  (PRT  —  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Workers’  Party),  which 
had,  for  the  second  time  in  a  row  , 
nominated  several  openly  gay  can¬ 
didates  for  the  congressional  elec¬ 
tions  on  July  7.  Located  near  the 
head  of  the  march  was  a  flatbed 
trailer  that  carried  several  dozen 
participants  and  was  festooned 
with  signs  and  streamers.  Over 
1,000  spectators  followed  the 
march  along  the  sidewalks. 

Unlike  in  previous  years,  the 
organizers  of  this  march  were  an 
ad  hoc  group  with  no  particular 
organizational  affiliations.  Also  in 
contrast  with  previous  marches, 
there  was  more  prominent  lesbian 


participation. 

The  purpose,  as  expressed  in  a 
press  release,  has  changed  little 
over  the  years:  “To  struggle  for  a 
truly  human  society  that 
recognizes,  guarantees  and 
defends  the  right  of  every  person 
to  sexual  self-determination.  I  ora 
society  that  does  not  discriminate 
against  persons  solely  because  of 
the  practice  of  their  homosexuali¬ 
ty.  For  the  abolition  of  every 
familial,  political,  religious,  and 
social  discrimination  that  negates 
or  impedes  the  right  to  a  free  sex¬ 
ual  option.” 

When  the  procession  reached 
the  United  States  embassy,  located 
midway  along  the  route,  the  march 
stopped  and  a  replica  of  a  U.S. 
flag  with  skulls  and  crossbones  in 
place  of  stars  was  taken  off  the 
trailer.  It  was  then  doused  with 
gasoline  and  burned,  to  furious

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Foster  Agency 
Cuts  Contract 
with  Gay  Man

BOSTON  —  A  gay  man 
whose  foster  parenting  contract 
with  a  private  agency  was  ter¬ 
minated  in  the  wake  of  the 
state’s  new  anti-gay  and 
-lesbian  foster  policy  has  ruled 
out  seeking  other  foster  youth 
placements  “for  the  time  be¬ 
ing.”  As  reported  in  last  week’s 
GCN,  on  May  28  a  15-year-old 
youth  named  John  was  re¬ 
moved  from  the  home  of 
Donald  Loveland  of  Woburn, 
Mass,  in  what  state  officials 
claim  is  a  “misinterpretation” 
of  the  state’s  policy. 

“If  I  apply  [for  other  foster 
placements!.  I’d  have  to  start 
from  scratch.  It’s  not  a  feasible 
option,”  said  Loveland,  whose 
only  source  of  income  has  come 
from  providing  short-term 
foster  care  lor  troubled 
adolescents.  Since  foster 
parents  are  viewed  as  self- 
employed  consultants,  they  are 
not  eligible  for  employment 
benefits  if  their  contracts  are 
terminated. 

Loveland  was  under  contract 
to  Action  Intake  Developmen¬ 


tal  Service,  Inc.,  which  placed 
John  with  him  earlier  this 
spring.  At  the  time  of  the  place¬ 
ment,  the  social  service  worker 
coordinating  the  assignment 
knew  Loveland  was  gay  and 
said  it  was  not  a  problem.  On 
May  28,  four  days  alter  the 
state’s  foster  care  policy  effec¬ 
tively  banning  gay  and  lesbian 
foster  parenting  was  issued, 
John  made  a  routine  court  ap¬ 
pearance  stemming  from  an 
earlier  burglary  charge  against 
him.  After  the  appearance,  he 
was  immediately  reassigned  to 
another  foster  parent  and  was 
not  allowed  to  return  to 
L.oveland’s  home  in  Woburn,  a 
Boston  suburb.  The  next  day, 
an  Action  Intake  official  ter¬ 
minated  Loveland’s  contract, 
citing  his  homosexuality. 

Only  several  days  later  did 
Loveland  get  an  opportunity  to 
speak  with  John  directly  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  circumstances  of  the 
reassignment.  “I  wanted  him  to 
understand  what  happened,” 
Loveland  told  GCN.  “He^was

falwell  launches  (another)  anti-gay 
campaign 

LYNCHBURG,  VA  -  The  Reverend  Jerry  Falwell 
has  launched  a  Moral  Majority  campaign  designed  to 
“fight  the  spread  of  the  deadly  AIDS  disease.”  The 
campaign  is  primarily  concerned  with  AIDS  in  the 
heterosexual  population,  which  Falwell  blames  on 
gay  men. 

In  a  fundraising  letter,  Falwell  offers  to  “take  the 
fire  of  the  liberals  and  the  militant  gays”  in  order  to 
combat  the  “gay  plague.”  The  letter  is  accompanied 
by  a  newspaper  story  on  a  Pennsylvania  family  whose 
three  members  have  AIDS,  a  contribution  form,  and  a 
petition  asking  U.S.  senators  to  introduce  legislation 
that  Falwell  claims  would  curb  the  spread  of  AIDS. 
The  legislation  targets  gay  men  in  particular  and 
would  seem  likely  to  expose  them  to  even  more 
harassment  than  they  have  received  so  far.  The 
legislation  Falwell  proposes  would: 

1.  Allow  civil  lawsuits  to  be  brought  against 
AIDS  carriers  who  “knowingly"  transmit  the 
disease  to  others  through  sexuality  activity. 

2.  Set  up  funds  to  educate  the  population  about 
AIDS  and  to  counsel  AIDS  victims  to  act  respon¬ 
sibly  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  AIDS  to  “in¬ 
nocent  victims.” 

3.  Require  mandatory  testing  of  blood  during  all 
routine  physical  examinations  and  require 
documentation  to  be  filed  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  on  all  individuals  diagnosed  as  having 
AIDS. 

4.  Give  each  state  health  department  the 
authority  to  quarantine  individuals  with  AIDS  who 
are  deemed  to  pose  a  threat  to  public  safety 
through  “continued  irresponsible  behavior.” 

5.  Require  that  individuals  with  AIDS  who  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  sex  be  given  mandatory  prison 
sentences  and  require  that  involuntary  man¬ 
slaughter  charges  be  filed  against  anyone  who 
“knowingly”  transmits  AIDS  to  another  person  if 
that  person  subsequently  dies  from  AIDS. 

Although  Falwell  claims  that  he  has  “no  desire 
to  incite  homophobia”  and  that  he  is  “not  persecuting 
the  homosexuals,”  the  contribution  form  has  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  two  men  kissing  with  a  caption  attributing  the 
spread  of  AIDS  to  “the  promiscuous  behavior  of  male 
homosexuals.”

TORONTO  —  The  International  Association  of 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Archives  and  Libraries  was  born  Ju¬ 
ly  5  in  a  meeting  organized  as  part  of  the  International 
Gay  Association’s  annual  conference  and  the  Sex 
and  the  State  International  Conference  on  Lesbian 
and  Gay  History.  Over  30  representatives  and  sup¬ 
porters  of  lesbian  and  gay  archives  and  libraries  from 
Australia,  Britain,  Canada,  the  Netherlands,  and  the 
United  States  decided  to  hold  future  meetings  and  to 
share  information  on  issues  of  common  concern 
through  a  newsletter. 

Among  issues  that  will  be  explored  in  the  group 
are  sharing  lists  of  holdings,  funding,  disposition  of 
private  collections,  preservation  and  microfilming, 
and  classification  schemes  and  subject  terms. 
Responsibility  for  the  newsletter  will  be  rotated 
among  member  organizations.  The  first  issue  will 
consist  of  a  directory  of  lesbian  and  gay  archives  and 
libraries,  produced  by  the  Canadian  Gay  Archives  of 
Toronto.  Articles  of  relevance  to  collecting  and 
organizing  materials  in  lesbian  and  gay  collections 
will  begin  with  the  second  issue  of  the  newsletter, 
produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Gay  &  Les¬ 
bian  Historical  Society.

patriotic  welcome  to  gay  hostages 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Two  of  the  freed  American 
hostages  who  returned  to  the  U.S.  from  Beirut  came 
out  publicly  as  gay  men  and  as  lovers,  stepping  off 
the  plane  July  2  with  their  arms  around  each  other. 
Jack  McCarty,  formerly  of  Gloucester,  Mass,  and  one¬ 
time  manager  of  the  Elephant  Walk  bar  in  the  Castro 
district,  and  Victor  Amburgy,  a  former  mail  carrier, 
have  said  they  pretended  to  be  brothers  during  their 
captivity.  The  two,  who  had  been  on  a  world  tour  when 
the  TWA  flight  was  hijacked,  said  they  feared  they 
would  be  killed  if  it  became  known  they  were  gay. 

Echoing  the  patriotic  hyperbole  of  mainstream 
media  response  to  the  hijacking,  McCarty  and  Am¬ 
burgy  were  welcomed  back  to  San  Francisco  July  9 
with  renditions  of  “America  the  Beautiful”  and  “The 
Star  Spangled  Banner,”  according  to  the  Bay  Area 
Reporter.  The  Reporter  noted  that  the  music,  sung  by 
the  Dick  Kramer  Gay  Men’s  Chorale,  was  the  men’s 
choice,  and  that  McCarty  and  Amburgy  “refused  to 
say  anything  that  would  cast  a  negative  view  of 
America.” 

Although  dismissed  as  victims  of  brainwashing 
in  mainstream  media  reports,  some  American 
hostages  have  criticized  what  they  consider  U.S. 
hypocrisy  in  blasting  the  Lebanese  Shiite  captors 
who  were  themselves  demanding  the  release  of 
hostages  —  766  Lebanese  Shiites  held  prisoner  by 
Israel.  Others  have  criticized  oversimplification  of  the 
issues.  One  freed  hostage  called  for  “a  deeper 
understanding  of  the  circumstances  that  led  to  this 
desperate  act.”

Ottawa  police  object  to  safe  sex 

OTTAWA,  Ontario  —  A  complaint  by  an  alder¬ 
man’s  secretary  against  a  safe-sex  ad  in  this  city’s 
May  issue  of  GO  Info  has  resulted  in  an  unofficial 
warning  from  Ottawa  police,  according  to  Angles  of 
Vancouver. 

The  complaint  by  Alderman  Michael  Mc- 
Sweeney’s  secretary,  who  McSweeney  insists  acted 
on  her  own  behalf,  concerned  an  ad  from  the  AIDS 
Committee  of  Toronto.  The  ad,  which  also  appeared 
in  The  Body  Politic  and  Rites,  promoted  the  use  of 
condoms  during  anal  sex  to  reduce  the  risk  of  getting 
AIDS. 

By  May  1,  Ottawa  police  had  obtained  a  copy  of 
the  paper,  which  they  turned  over  to  Crown  Attorney 
Gulliver.  That  same  day,  morality  detective  Paul  Turner 
gave  staff  of  GO  Info  an  “unofficial”  warning  that 
they  could  be  charged  if  they  ran  the  ad  again.  Turner 
said  the  ad  copy  was  more  objectionable  than  the  ac¬ 
companying  photo  (see  above). 

Ottawa  police  have  also  contacted  the  AIDS 
Committee  of  Toronto.  ,

human  rights  commission  appointed 

CAMBRIDGE  —  City  manager  Robert  Healy  has 
appointed  an  eleven-member  Human  Rights  Commis¬ 
sion  which  includes  two  gay  men,  Jonathan  Handel 
and  Reverend  Robert  Wheatley,  and  a  lesbian, 
Elizabeth  Brown.  The  appointments  open  the  way  for 
the  hiring  of  an  executive  director,  who  will  be 
selected  by  the  commissioners. 

Handel  and  Brown  have  been  active  in  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  Lesbian  and  Gay  Alliance  and  Whetaley  heads 
the  office  of  Lesbian  and  Gay  Concerns  of  the 
Unitarian  Universalists. 

The  city’s  human  rights  ordinance  was  passed  in 
September  1984,  and  it  is  the  commission  which  will 
oversee  its  implementation.  The  ordinance  forbids 
discrimination  based  on  race,  color,  sex,  age, 
religious  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  sexual 
orientation,  marital  status,  family  status,  military 
status,  or  source  of  income. 

Handel  said  he  believes  the  priorities  of  the  com¬ 
mission  will  be  to  hire  staff  and  set  up  procedures  for 
handling  complaints,  as  well  as  printing  forms  and 
brochures.  He  said  making  the  commission  known  to 
appropriate  government  and  community  agencies 
will  also  be  a  priority  as  well  as  notifying  employers, 
rental  agencies,  etc.  who  will  be  affected  by  the  or¬ 
dinance. 

Handel  emphasized  the  multi-issue  aspect  of  the 
commission,  saying,  “My  concern  is  to  make  sure  we 
address  the  problems  of  discrimination  against  a 
wide  range  of  minorities  in  the  city.  There  are  in¬ 
stances  where  Blacks,  women  and  other  groups  don’t 
have  full  access  to  the  resources  of  the  city.  That  is 
what  the  commission  is  about  and  what  my  work  on 
the  commission  will  be  about.”

administration  asks  court  fo  reverse 
roe  v.  wade 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  on  July  15  asked  the  Supreme  Court  to  overturn 
its  1973  Roe  v.  Wade  decision  which  granted  women 
the  right  to  legal  abortion,  according  to  the  New  York 
Times.  While  it  is  doubtful  the  current  court  will 
reverse  its  ruling,  the  brief  filed  by  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  marks  a  new  gesture  of  solidarity  between  the 
administration  and  its  anti-abortion  associates  on 
the  Right.  While  the  Justice  Department  regularly 
files  briefs  in  an  effort  to  influence  the  court,  rarely 
has  such  a  brief  asked  that  the  Justices  reverse 
themselves  on  a  constitutional  decision. 

Whether  the  brief  is  a  public  relations  move  to 
win  points  from  Reagan’s  anti-abortion  constituency 
or  a  serious  attempt  to  undo  Roe  v.  Wade,  it  will  add 
increased  leverage  to  opponents  of  reproductive 
rights.  Although  the  court  affirmed  Roe  v.  Wade  two 
years  ago  in  striking  down  an  array  of  state-imposed 
abortion  restrictions,  it  recently  accepted  two  cases 
involving  similar  abortion  restrictions  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  Illinois.  Acceptance  of  the  new  cases 
suggests  to  many  reproductive  rights  activists  that 
the  court  may  be  reconsidering  its  abortion  stance. 

Major  barriers  to  exercising  the  right  to  legal 
abortion  already  exist.  Federal  Medicaid  funding  for 
abortions  is  banned  and  only  13  states  provide  state 
Medicaid.  In  several  states,  women  below  18  years  of 
age  need  parental  or  judicial  consent  to  have  an  abor¬ 
tion. 

delaware  gay  prisoner  charges 
“deliberate  indifference” 

SMYRNA,  DE  —  An  openly  gay  man  incarcerated 
in  Delaware’s  Smyrna  facility  has  charged  he  was 
knocked  unconscious  by  a  guard,  and  that  he  has 
been  severely  abused  in  the  system  since  he  was  first 
imprisoned  several  years  ago,  according  to 
Philadelphia  Gay  News. 

Ronald  Fridge,  originally  of  Washington,  D.C., 
charges  that  Gregory  Elliot,  a  guard  he  describes  as  a 
fundamentalist  Christian,  smashed  his  head  into  a 
concrete  wall.  Fridge  has  filed  a  complaint  with 
Delaware  Correctional  Center’s  internal  affairs,  but 
“they  wouldn’t  talk  to  witnesses.”  Elliot  continues 
“to  harass  me,”  Fridge  said. 

Fridge  believes  that  the  diagnosis  in  April  of  a 
person  with  AIDS  in  Smyrna  —  the  first  in  the  state’s 
prisons  —  has  worsened  the  standard  violent  treat¬ 
ment  of  queer  prisoners.  He  said  the  prison’s  chef  is 
afraid  Fridge  would  contaminate  food  with  AIDS:  “I 
can’t  work  in  the  kitchen  because  I’m  a  faggot.” 

Fridge  has  also  filed  a  suit  claiming  that  Dela¬ 
ware  has  not  provided  him  with  any  rehabilitative 
treatment  as  specified  by  state  code  and  charging 
“constant  deliberate  indifference”  because  he  is  gay. 

In  addition,  Fridge  said  that  prison  ad¬ 
ministrators  have  kept  him  in  maximum  security 
despite  “seven  reports  from  psychologists”  suppor¬ 
ting  a  transfer. 

Fridge  said  he  had  sued  the  prison  at  an  earlier 
date  for  one  of  many  rapes  by  other  inmates,  but  the 
case  was  dismissed. 
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Nieces  settle  in  McBride  estate 

Court  Upholds  Will  to  Benefit  Gay  Causes

ERIE,  PA  —  Two  nieces  who 
contested  the  will  of,  the  late  John 
McBride,  who  left  approximately 
$100,000  toward  furthering  gay 
civil  rights,  have  taken  a  settlement 
of  $6,000  in  exchange  for  remov¬ 
ing  their  appeal,  according  to  a 
certificate  of  discontinuance  filed 
May  17,  1985,  with  the  Superior 
Court  of  Pennsylvania.  The  settle¬ 
ment  concludes  a  two-year  dispute 
over  the  estate.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  1 1 , 
No.  46  &  Vol.  12,  No.  5.) 

Steven  Tetuan,  attorney  for  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Erie,  and  author  of  Mc¬ 
Bride’s  1981  will,  anticipates  that 
“the  money  will  be  disbursed  to 
Dr.  Raymond  Lemieux,  executor 
of  the  estate,  in  about  two  months, 
pending  IRS  approval  of  the  estate 
tax  return,  and  court  acceptance 
of  the  bank’s  final  audit  state¬ 
ment.” 

Tetuan  assumes  that  Lemieux 
will  transfer  the  funds  to  Califor¬ 
nia,  where  he  lives.  “He  will  have 
to  establish  trustees  and  to  file  an¬ 
nual  reports.  No  doubt  he  will 
have  the  money  professionally 
managed  by  a  California  institu¬ 
tion.  While  not  a  member  of  the 
gay  community  himself,  Lemieux 
nevertheless  respected  McBride’s 
right  to  be  who  he  was,  as  well  as 
his  right  to  leave  his  estate  to  gay 
causes.” 

McBride  bequeathed  the  bulk  of 
his  estate  to  Dr.  Raymond 
Lemieux,  in  a  will  dated  January 
5,  1981,  “with  the  understanding, 
however,  that  said  residuary  estate 
is  to  be  devoted  to  furthering  the 
civil  rights  of  American  homosex¬ 
uals,  one  half  to  be  devoted  to  aid 
and  assist  those  homosexuals  who 
have  been  the  victims  of  legal 
duress,  with  the  other  one  half 
used  in  helping  to  further  in  the 
Courts  and  the  United  States  Con¬ 
gress  abolition  of  restriction  of  any 
kind  or  nature  against  the  civil 
rights  of  homosexuals.” 

McBride’s  will  “direct [s]  that 
Dr.  Lemieux  shall  consult  with  the 
publisher  of  The  Advocate  regard¬ 
ing  the  disposition  of  said  estate, 
[with]  the  decision  of  Dr.  Lemieux 
prevail  [ing].” 

Niles  Merton  is  the  publisher  of 
The  Advocate,  a  California-based 
gay  newspaper.  Noting  that  the 
McBride  will  is  specific  in  its  men¬ 
tion  of  target  groups  for  the 
disposition  of  the  legacy,  Merton 
said  he  “has  been  kept  informed 
of  the  legal  proceedings  by  my 
staff.”  Gay  and  lesbian  rights 
leaders  are  hesitant  to  speculate 
about  the  nebulous  destiny  of  the 
legacy.  A  typical  procedure  "for 
disposing  of  trusts  is  to  establish  a 
foundation  to  receive  proposals 
from  a  variety  of  applicants  who 
wish  a  share  in  the  funds. 

McBride  was  born  in  Stillwater, 
Okla.  He  graduated  from  Yale 
University  in  1947,  and  later  at¬ 
tended  Syracuse  University  where 
he  received  a  master’s  in  1953  and 
a  doctorate  in  1954.  He  resided  in 
Erie  County,  Penn,  from  1969  to 
1979  while  he  taught  French  at 
Edinboro  State  University.  During 
a  period  of  faculty  retrenchment, 
he  accepted  an  early  retirement 
and  moved  to  Mexico  in  1981, 
where  he  died  on  May  20,  1983,  in 
Guanajuato,  at  age  58. 

Lemieux,  who  does  not  identify 
himself  as  gay,  met  McBride  dur¬ 
ing  1959,  when  they  were  both 
teachers  at  Edinboro.  Lemieux  did 
not  anticipate  being  named 
McBride’s  beneficiary  although  he 
knew  that  “John  always  wanted 
his  money  to  be  distributed  to 
worthy  causes  within  the  gay  com¬ 
munity.” 

Once  the  conditions  of  the  will 
were  known,  by  April,  1983,  Mc¬ 
Bride’s  nieces,  Patricia  Emmons 
of  Shattuck,  Okla.,  and  Jane 
McLemore  of  Willington,  N.C., 
appealed  the  probate  on  the 
grounds  that  McBride’s  residency 


in  Mexico  at  the  time  of  his  death 
required  probate  under  Mexican 
law.  They  also  issued  allegations 
of  incompetency  due  to  alcohol 
abuse. 

Since  the  Pennsylvania  will 
would  be  invalid  under  Mexican 
law,  according  to  technicalities 
documented  in  their  appeal,  it  was 
therefore  invalid  under  Penn¬ 
sylvania  law,  according  to  their  at¬ 
torney,  Robert  Ward  of  Erie.  They 
maintained  that  McBride  died  in¬ 
testate,  and  therefore  the  nieces 
should  receive  the  estate  as 
biological  next-of-kin. 

At  that  time,  Lemieux  said,  “I 
don’t  have  the  time,  money  or  per¬ 
sonal  interest  to  fight  for  the 
money.  Someone  in  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  must  step  forward  or  I’m 
afraid  the  nieces  will  win.”

BOSTON  — As  of  July  1,  1985, 
Massachusetts  has  a  total  of  296 
reported  cases  of  AIDS.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty  of  these  people 
have  died.  The  total  jumped  by  25 
cases  between  June  1  and  July  1. 
George  Seage,  the  city  AIDS 
epidemiologist,  told  the  Boston 
Mayor’s  Committee  on  AIDS  re¬ 
cently  that  three  of  the  25  new 
cases  are  people  with  non- 
Hodgkins  lymphoma,  a  disease 
which  was  only  recently  included 
in  the  widening  of  the  case  defini¬ 
tion  of  AIDS  by  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  (CDC).  The 
number  of  Massachusetts  cases 
has  more  than  doubled  in  the  past 
year.  As  of  July  1,  1984,  there  were 
121  reported  cases. 

Of  the  current  296  cases,  215  (73 
percent)  are  gay  or  bisexual  men, 
28  (9  percent)  are  intravenous  drug 
users,  nine  (3  percent)  are  trans¬ 
fusion  associated,  four  (1.4  per¬ 
cent)  are  hemophiliacs  and  three  (1 
percent)  are  sex  partners  of  people 
at  risk.  Of  the  remaining  37  (12.5 
percent),  24  are  “persons  born  in 
countries  in  which  most  AIDS 
cases  have  not  been  associated 
with  known  risk  factors.”  The  re¬ 
maining  13  are  of  unknown  risk.

BOSTON  —  An  important 
position  in  the  state’s  mobilization, 
against  AIDS  has  been  filled  with 
the  hiring  of  Stephen  Wroblewski, 
an  AIDS  activist,  as  state  AIDS 
coordinator.  Wroblewski  took  up 
his  duties  at  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  on 
July  li. 

Although  there  has  been  an  in¬ 
terim  AIDS  coordinator,  Robert 
Carwell,  since  February  he  had 
limited  himself  to  the  development 
of  HTLV-III  alternative  testing 
sites.  Carwell’s  appointment  to  the 
position  had  aroused  the  anger  of 
local  AIDS  activists  who  were  con¬ 
cerned  about  his  lack  of  expertise 
and  experience  with  AIDS. 

Wroblewski  has  worked  for  the 
AIDS  Action  Committee  (AAC) 
as  a  volunteer  for  the  past  two 
years.  He  worked  at  their  hotline 
and  later  with  the  Support  Services 
Team  which  provides  “buddies” 
to  people  with  AIDS.  A  former 
Catholic  priest,  Wroblewski  also 
served  as  director  of  pastoral  care 
at  a  local  rehabilitation  facility  and 
also  worked  with  Dignity/Boston. 
He  began  his  work  in  health  as  a 


tional  Gay  Task  Force’s  Fund  for 
Human  Dignity,  and  the  National 
Gay  Rights  Advocates  retained 
Erie  attorney  James  E.  Marsh,  Jr., 
to  argue  the  case.  Boston’s  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  (GLAD)  also  sought 
standing  with .  the  court  during 
August,  1984. 

However,  Judge  James  B. 
Dwyer,  president  of  Erie  County 
Orphan’s  Court,  ordered 
Lemieux,  as  beneficiary,  to  either 
appear  to  defend  the  will  or  step 
down  as  trustee  of  the  estate. 

The  “high  level  of  cooperation 
among  the  gay  organizations  in¬ 
volved,”  as  described  at  the  time 
by  Lance  Ringel  of  the  National 
Gay  Task  Force,  “provided  a 
holding  action  that  lasted  long 
enough  that  the  person  who  was 
needed  [Lemieux]  could  become 
involved.”  In  September,  1984, 


percent)  of  the  Massachusetts 
cases  are  men,  18  (6.1  percent)  are 
women. 

Sixty-three  (21.3  percent)  of  the 
total  296  are  persons  from  out-of- 
state  who  either  moved  here  for 
treatment  or  to  be  near  family,  or 
who  were  diagnosed  shortly  after 
they  moved.  One  hundred  .and 
nineteen  (40.2  percent)  have  lived 
in  Boston,  79  (26.7  percent)  in  the 
surrounding  area.  Thirty-five  peo¬ 
ple  have  been  from  the  remainder 
of  the  state. 

Unlike  national  CDC  figures, 
which  categorize  40  percent  of 
cases  as  either  “Black,  not 
Hispanic”  or  “Hispanic,”  in 
Massachusetts  76  percent  are 
white,  18  percent  Black  and  7  per¬ 
cent  “other”  or  “unknown.” 

As  of  July  1,  1985,  the  CDC 
reports  a  national  total  of  11,219 
cases  of  adult  AIDS,  with  5,586 
deaths.  In  addition,  133  pediatric 
cases  have  been  reported,  with  97 
deaths. 

The  CDC  maintains  a  tight 
operational  definition  of  AIDS 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  syn¬ 
drome  has  actually  affected  ten 
times  the  number  reported  by  the 
CDC,  often  with  milder  immune 
deficiencies  such  as  AIDS-Related 


respiratory  therapist  and  has  also 
worked  as  a  program  coordinator 
for  Medicaid.  A  gay  man,  he  is  a 
resident  of  Boston  and  is  36  years 
old. 

The  AIDS  coordinator  is 
responsible  for  the  development  of 
AIDS-related  programs  and  ac¬ 
tivities.  As  the  first  permanent 
coordinator,  however,  the 
specifics  of  his  duties  will  likely 
evolve  gradually. 

However,  Wroblewski.  believes 
his  experience  as  a  volunteer  for 
AAC,  his  work  in  Medicaid,  and 
his  health  background  will  be  useful 
in  his  new  position.  As  a  member 
of  the  AAC  support  services  team, 
he  became  aware  of  the  services 
that  are  available  as  well  as  those 
that  are  not  available  to  people 
with  AIDS  who  are  not  hospi¬ 
talized.  He  said  documenting  gaps 
in  community  services  as  well  as  in 
Jhe  Medicaid/SSI  system  will  be  a 
priority  for  him. 

Wroblewski  also  said  he  would 
begin  in-service  education  for  state 
agencies  and  state  workers  who 
deal  with  people  with  AIDS  and 
ARC. 


Lemieux  agreed  “to  be  identified 
as  a  trustee  instead  of  the  previous 
designation  as  beneficiary,”  and 
retained  Marsh  to  defend  the  will. 

Addressing  the  Mexican  law 
issue,  Dwyer  noted  that  McBride’s 
earlier  (1977)  Pennsylvania  will 
was  “very  similar  to  the  probated 
will,”  which  repeated  McBride’s 
intention  to  benefit  gay  rights.

public  policy. ..and  the  court  is 
obligated  to  see  that  this  is  done, 
[even  though]  there  may  be  many 
people  who  would  disagree  with 
the  propriety  of  such  a  distribution 
[to  gay  causes].”

appreciative  that  the  decision  was 
not  mine.”

NEW  YORK  —  Several  hun¬ 
dred  people  rallied  for  two 
hours  at  Federal  Plaza  here  on 
a  rainy  June  27  to  protest  the 
federal  government’s  “shame¬ 
ful  indifference”  to  the  AIDS 
crisis. 

The  protesters,  organized  by 
Rapid  AIDS  Mobilization 
(RAM),  demanded  a  minimum 
of  one  billion  dollars  in  federal 
monies  for  both  AIDS  research 
and  related  health  care. 
Specifically,  they  demanded 
funding  for  the  following: 
education  around  AIDS;  hous¬ 
ing  for  people  with  AIDS  and 
ARC;  organizations  that  pro¬ 
vide  services  for  people  with 
AIDS;  cities  responding  to  the 
AIDS  crisis;  counseling  for 
people  with  AIDS,  for  their 
lovers,  and  for  their  families; 
and  groups  to  litigate  the  rights 
of  people  with  AIDS.  Current 


proposals  before  Congress  call  1 
for  a  total  of  $85  million  for 
AIDS  for  fiscal  year  1986. 

Further,  protesters  called  for 
congressional  hearings  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  government’s 
response  to  the  health  crisis. 

Speakers  at  the  rally  included 
RAM  spokesperson  Buddy 
Noro,  City  Council  President 
and  mayoral  candidate  Carol 
Bellamy,  former  executive 
director  of  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force  Virginia  Apuzzo, 
and  gay  candidate  for  City 
Council  David  Rothenberg. 

“If  need  be,  we  might 
become  militant,”  Noro  told 
GCN.  “We’re  a  bunch  of  angry 
people  pissed  off  about  what’s 
going  on.  I  think  it’s  time  we 
should  all  come  together  and 
give  them  hell.”

Although  the  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center  works  throughout  the  year  to  provide 
competent,  sensitive  health  care  to  the  greater 
Boston  lesbian  and  gay  community,  it  is  par¬ 
ticularly  appropriate,  during  Gay  Pride  Week,  to 
acknowledge  the  dedicated  service  of  the  Center’s 
staff  and  volunteers.  And  of  course  we  also  rely 
on  the  community  we  serve  to  sustain  our  ongoing 
work:  we  have  not  been  disappointed. 

The  Fenway  Community  Health  Center  will 
continue  to  provide  for  the  changing  needs  of  the 
lesbian  and  gay  community,  and  we  hope  that  our 
annual  Party  to  Our  Health  will  become  a  tradi¬ 
tional  part  of  Boston’s  Gay  Pride  Week.

humiliation 
and  waste 

Dear  GCN, 

“Three  years  isn’t  forever.”  Those  were  the 
last  words  I  remember  as  the  US  Marshals  led  me 
out  of  the  courtroom  to  a  destiny  unknown. 

Being  young,  black  and  gay,  I  found  many 
things  associated  with  prison  extremely 
degrading.  Instead  of  the  administration  trying  to 
utilize  my  college  degree  for  their  benefit  and 
mine,  everyone  tried  to  find  a  way  to  break  my 
spirit  and  humiliate  me.  The  fact  that  I  am  writing 
this  means  that  the  attempt  has  (so  far)  been  un¬ 
successful. 

The  prison  here  at  Lexington  [minimum  securi¬ 
ty]  houses  both  men  and  women.  The  men  here 
are  allowed  to  hold  hands  with  the  women.  Being 
the  activist  that  I  am  I  decided  to  do  the  same 
(with  a  man).  This  effort  landed  me  in 
disciplinary  segregation  for  six  weeks!  The 
“privileges”  generally  afforded  and  taken  for 
granted  by  everyone  else  were  suddenly  denied 
me.  My  maibstopped  coming  even  though  I  knew 
for  a  fact  that  my  family  wrote  me  every  week. 

Every  day  I  go  to  work  in  the  data  processing 
department.  Being  a  computer  programmer  by 
profession,  I  laugh  when  I  make  66'  per  hour.  I 
wonder  where  the  profits  for  the  industry  produc¬ 
ed  here  go;  definitely  not  for  any  inmate  pro¬ 
grams. 

The  punishment  here  is  mostly  psychological. 
It  is  one  where  you  are  not  in  control  of  the  things 
that  go  on  around  you.  Most  people  on  the  streets 
aren’t  in  total  control  themselyes,  but  at  least  they 
have  some  say  in  the  every  day  decisions  that  af¬ 
fect  their  lives.  Prison  is  a  place  where  people 
forget  who  they  are  or  aren’t  proud  of  it.  I  am 
determined  never  to  forget  the  sensitivities  I  have 
of  being  with  another  man,  of  the  mutual  feelings 
and  respect  we  can  have  for  each  other.  The  thing 
prison  does  best  is  try  to  numb  your  feelings. 
How  much  it  succeeds  is  up  to  the  individual  per¬ 
son.

misquoted  and 
misconstrued? 

(GCN  received  a  copy  of  this  letter  sent  out  by 
Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  in  response  to  protests  of 
the  state’s  foster  care  policy. — Ed.) 

Dear  Friend: 

Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  write  to  me 
about  the  Commonwealth’s  policy  for  the  place¬ 
ment  of  foster  children. 

This  is  a  difficult,  complex  and  emotional  issue. 
Both  Phil  Johnston  and  I  have  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  thought  to  it  over  the  past  several 
weeks.  In  addition,  Phil  has  consulted  with  large 
numbers  of  local  and  national  child  welfare  ex¬ 
perts  on  the  subject. 

Unfortunately,  the  policy  we  announced  on 
May  24,  1985  has  been  so  badly  misquoted  and 
misconstrued  that  1  am  having  difficulty 
recognizing  it  as  it  has  been  interpreted  —  and 
misinterpreted  —  by  others. 

First,  let  me  tell  you  what  it  is  not.  It  is  not  anti¬ 
gay  or  anti-lesbian.  It  is  not  anti-single  parent.  It 
does  not  suggest  or  imply  that  people  who  are 
not  living  in  what  we  have  called  traditional 
families  are  somehow  less  worthy,  less  honorable 
or  less  good  than  those  who  do. 

Nor  is  it  a  commentary  on  civil  rights  or  civil 
liberties.  As  Phil  correctly  pointed  out  when  he 
announced  the  policy,  no  one  has  a  civil  right  to 
be  a  foster  parent. 

What  it  is  is  a  genuine  attempt  to  develop  a 
foster  care  policy  for  this  Commonwealth  that  is 
guided  by  one  principle,  and  one  principle  alone 
—  what  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  6500  foster 
children  who  are  entrusted  to  our  care  because 
their  families  are  either  unable  or  unwilling  to 
provide  them  with  a  loving,  nurturing  home. 

These  children  are  the  most  traumatized,  the 
most  damaged  and  the  most  troubled  children  in 
the  Commonwealth.  They  come  to  us  neglected, 
abused,  often  abandoned.  They  have  in  many 
cases  never  had  the  benefit  of  a  warm  and  caring 
family  in  which  a  father,  a  mother  and  brothers 
and  sisters  love  and  support  them  —  the  kind  of 
environment  which  1  would  venture  to  say  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  citizens  and  child 
welfare  experts  would  agree  is  the  best  environ¬ 
ment  for  such  a  youngster. 

In  short,  our  policy  is  really  quite  simple.  All 
things  being  equal,  we  will  seek  to  place  foster 
children  with  relatives  or  in  families  with  married 
couples,  preferably  with  prior  parenting  ex¬ 
perience  and  with  time  available  to  care  for  foster 
children. 

Obviously,  all  things  are  not  always  equal.  In 
such  cases,  where  a  traditional  family  is  not 
available  or  where  a  child  has  special  needs  or 
problems  that  are  not  best  served  by  such  a  place¬ 
ment,  another  home  may  be  an  appropriate  place¬ 
ment.  The  policy  announced  by  Secretary 
Johnston  recognizes  such  cases  and  authorizes 
their  approval. 

Both  of  us  very  much  regret  the  impact  this  case 
has  had  on  the  two  men  from  whose  care  the  two 
foster  children  were  removed.  However,  we 
believe  their  removal  was  in  the  children’s  best  in¬ 
terests  and  should  not  be  misinterpreted  as  in  any 
way  a  reflection  on  these  men’s  character. 

Similarly,  we  regret  any  sense  of  discrimination 
which  gay  and  lesbian  citizens  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth  may  feel  as  a  result  of  our  policy. 
Throughout  my  public  career  I  have  never  coun¬ 
tenanced  discrimination  against  anyone,  and  I 
never  will.  Gay  and  lesbian  citizens  deserve  the 
full  rights  and  protections  enjoyed  by  all  citizens 
of  this  Commonwealth.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  I 
strongly  support  the  gay  and  lesbian  anti- 
discrimination  bill  and  I  hope  that  it  will  finally 
become  law  this  year. 

Once  again,  thank  you  for  sharing  your 
thoughts  on  this  difficult  and  emotional  issue. 
You  may  still  disagree  with  me  after  reading  this 
letter.  I  hope,  however,  that  the  time  has  not  ar¬ 
rived  in  this  Commonwealth  when  people  of  good 
will  cannot  reasonably  disagree  on  one  out  of 
dozens  of  important  issues  that  we  must  con¬ 
front.

a  foster  parent 
loses  his  son 

(GCN  received  a  copy  of  this  letter  to 
Massachusetts  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis. — Ed.) 
Dear  Gov.  Dukakis: 

So  you  think  that  foster  children  should  be 
placed  only  with  “traditional”  families!  Who,  do 
you  think,  has  caused  these  children  to  be 
traumatized,  abandoned,  emotionally  bankrupt, 
physically  and  sexually  abused?  Is  it'  not  the 
“traditional”  families  to  whom  they  were  en¬ 
trusted  by  society? 

I’ll  forgo  the  usual  arguments  that  you  have 
heard  many  dozens  of  times,  about  how  we  gays 
can  be  loving,  nurturing,  etc.,  and  skip  to  the  part 
where  you  find  out  how  your  arbitrary, 
capricious  paranoia-induced,  politically 
motivated  edict  has  affected  the  life  of  one  gay, 
me. 

Parenthetically,  you  should  know  how  your 
edict  given  to  protect  children  (“in  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  children,”  I  believe,  is  the  phrase  ban¬ 
died  about  State  House  corridors  and  media 
pipelines)  —  really  affected  two  foster  children 
and  their  families. 

John,  the  foster  boy  in  my  care  (DYS),  was 
uprooted  unceremoniously  and  abruptly,  from 
my  home,  at  some  emotional  distress  to  him,  on 
May  28,  1985.  The  reason  given  me  was  that  I  am 
gay,  and  the  new  state  policies  dictate  that  I  be 
dropped  from  the  program.  Sorry!  John  was 
given  no  explanation,  and  assumed  that  it  was 
because  I  did  not  want  him  in  my  home  any  more. 
Move  John. 

Enter  Marie.  She  had  been  comfortably  and 
successfully  living  in  a  foster  home  to  which  she 
had  become  attached.  (She  neither  wanted  to 
return  to  her  abusive  natural  family,  nor  was  a 
return  home  clinically  indicated.)  Marie  was 
uprooted  with  equal  abruptness,  and  sent 
HOME,  so  that  John  could  take  her  place. 

Now  there  is  Marie  in  an  inappropriate,  and 
possibly  dangerous,  situation,  and  John  un¬ 
necessarily  emotionally  upset.  Marie  is  at  risk, 
and  John,  because  of  the  geographical  location  of 
his  new  foster  home,  is  out  of  touch  with  his  fami¬ 
ly  —  again,  contrary  to  previous  clinical  deci¬ 
sions. 

Postscript:  John’s  second  foster  family  has 
since  moved  out  of  state  (a  move  that  the  agency 
was  aware  of  when  they  placed  him).  Move  John, 
again.  He  is  now  in  a  lock-up  (even  farther 
geographically  from  his  family  —  a  placement 
that  was  initially  considered  ill-advised,  and  the 
reason  that  John  was  placed  in  foster  care 
originally.) 

So  much  for  the  “best  interests  of  children!” 

Now  to  me.  I  am  gay.  I  have  been  a  foster 
parent  since  1965.  My  professional  career  has  also 
been  spent  in  the  service  of  children  (teaching, 
counseling,  therapy,  child-care)  since  1960. 

Two  years  ago,  I  had  to  give  up  full-time  work 
because  of  a  diabetic  problem  in  my  legs  —  I  get 
around  all  right,  but  I  can’t  be  on  my  feet  long 
hours.  After  trying  several  unsuccessful  avenues 
of  employment,  I  decided  to  re-enter  the  area  of 
(specialized)  foster  care.  It  paid  well,  and  I  could 
be  at  home  (medically  advantageous),  and  most 
important,  I  could  work,  be  productive,  and  app¬ 
ly  skills  that  I  had  spent  over  20  years  mastering, 
and  be  useful  —  to  myself  and  others. 

May  28,  1985:  no  more  foster  children;  no 
more  income;  no  prospects.  I  am,  all  of  a  sudden, 
untouchable,  unemployable,  and  undesirable  — 
because  I  am  gay.  Never  mind  20  years  of  ex¬ 
perience,  and  an  unblemished,  even  praise¬ 
worthy,  record.  Never  mind  my  feelings  and 
needs.  Never  mind  all  the  kids  that  I’ve  helped 
and  could  be  helping  today.  (I  read  recently  about 
a  shortage  of  foster  parents.)  Twenty  years  down 
the  drain,  because  of  paranoia,  homophobia,  and 
political  expediency. 

You  could  not  convince  me  in  one  hundred 
years  that  the  swiftness  and  injudiciousness  of 
this  immoral  and  unfair  action  is  in  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  children  —  not  in  one  thousand  years. 
The  cowardice  with  which  you  and  your  social 
service  minions  fled  before  media  hysteria  is  ill- 
befitting  the  kind  of  person  I  want  running  my 
government.  I  am  willing,  and  prepared,  to  work 
to  see  that  thousands  of  voters  —  gay  and  fair- 
minded  citizens  —  turn  out  at  the  polls  and  turn 
you  and  your  administration  out  of  office.

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Speaking  Out - - 

Toeing  the  Political  Line

Dear  friends  and  associates  of  the  Women  in  Print  movement, 

I  truly  believe  from  experience  that  one  of  the  most  telling  characteristics  of  an  op¬ 
pressed  group  is  that  members  of  that  group  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  oppressing  each 
other.  This  seems  especially  true  of  the  Women  in  Print  movement.  It’s  rather  embarrassing 
to  admit,  but  I  can’t  think  of  one  Women  in  Print  gathering  where  some  one  person,  group, 
or  business  had  not  offended  some  other  person,  group,  or  business  to  the  extent  that  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  energy  was  spent  in  dealing  with  that  one  conflict.  In  tone  it  reminds  me  of 
the  constant  hagglings  of  neighborhood  women  from  my  childhood  around  children, 
husbands,  money  and  food. 

The  issues  in  the  Women  in  Print  movement  have  varied  from  year  to  year,  depending 
on  whatever  the  common  acceptable  politic  is  at  the  time.  Some  issues  are  “hot”  one  year 
and  forgotten  the  next,  not  because  anything  has  really  been  defined;  the  mob  has  merely 
moved  on.  I  remember  the  conference  when  it  was  politically  incorrect  to  publish  a  book 
with  the  commercial  press,  and  I  remember  the  woman  who  was  publicly  attacked  because 
she  had  done  so. 

At  that  same  conference  it  was  considered  politically  correct  to  only  use  women  printers 
(never  mind  that  there  weren’t  any  women-owned  presses  at  the  time  that  had  large  enough 
presses  to  publish  and  bind  books).  At  that  particular  conference  a  friend  of  mine  decided 
that  the  next  issue  would  probably  be  around  women  controlling  the  making  of  paper.  So 
she  (who  will  remain  anonymous  and  therefore,  above  reproach)  noting  the  abundance  of 
the  right  materials  around  her  combined  grass  and  grasshoppers  to  make  a  rough  paper.  I 
thought  she  was  an  absolute  whiz,  but  then  she  was  attacked  by  a  group  of  women  who 
thought  it  politically  incorrect  and  a  direct  attack  on  nature  to  combine  grasshoppers  with 
grass  in  a  blender. 

Another  year  a  woman  appeared  at  Women  in  Print  and  actually  stated  that  she  worked 
in  a  gay  bookstore  with  (gasp)  men.  That  really  didn’t  go  over  well,  either.  I  have  always  had 
the  greatest  empathy  for  all  those  women  who  have  blurted  out  all  those  PI  statements 
because  I’m  secretly  thinking  to  myself  “there  but  for  the  grace  of  God  go  I.”  And  I’m  not 
even  supposed  to  be  thinking  this  because  God  should  be  Goddess.  These  sessions  are 
labeled  struggle,  criticism/self-criticism  sessions,  etc.,  but  from  my  viewpoint  it  seems  that  a 
lot  of  times  women  are  simply  being  trashed.  I  think  of  the  issues  and  women  that  have  been 
politically  incorrect  over  the  years  and  attacked  as  such.  What  I  see  are  many  issues  that  just 
don’t  matter  as  much  anymore,  and  many  issues  that  haven’t  been  dealt  with  at  all  (racism). 

And  I  see  that  a  lot  of  those  women  who  have  been  attacked  are  just  those  women  in  my 
mind  who  over  the  years  have  been  the  most  committed,  so  committed  to  the  concept  of 
Women  in  Print  that  they  have  dared  to  be  different,  dared  to  make  mistakes,  dared  to  be 
outspoken,  dared  to  not  toe  the  current  acceptable  lines,  dared  to  take  incredible  financial 
risk,  and  dared  to  be  successful  in  their  endeavors.  The  attacks  on  these  women  have  always 
bothered  me,  and  I’ve  become  more  suspect  over  the  years  on  what  was  the  true  intent  of  the 
attacker.  Perhaps  I’ve  become  more  paranoid  or  more  psycho-babbly  as  I’ve  gotten  older, 
but  I  now  try  to  take  a  closer  look  at  what  real  motives  might  be  disguised  by  rhetoric.  For 
some  reason  there  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  direct  confrontation.  Whatever  happened  to  the  old 
“one  on  one”  fight  where  someone  would  deal  directly  with  the  person  they  disagreed  with? 
It  seems  to  me  that  something’s  amiss  when  instead  of  dealing  directly  with  the  group  or 
person  we  disagree  with,  we  feel  compelled  to  immediately  get  together  with  a  group  of 
women  and  write  a  number  of  ethical  statements  which  we  then  proceed  to  distribute 
widely. 

I’m  having  a  hard  time  feeling  that  I  want  to  be  a  part  of  this  Women  in  Print 
movement.  We  don’t  fight  fair,  and  we  simplify  our  disagreements  to  the  point  that  there  is 
only  a  black  and  white,  a  good  and  bad  side  to  be  on.  There  is  little  room  or  tolerance  for 
real,  ongoing  debate.  We  are  a  mercurial  movement  with  few  real  loyalties  and  no  sense  of 
debt  or  gratitude.  We  have  attacked  and  at  times  destroyed  the  best  of  those  amongst  us 
including  many  of  our  natural  leaders.  Our  history  is  revisionist  by  nature.  We  forget 
arguments,  failures,  successes,  and  even  our  associates  of  past  years.  We  change  events  in 
the  retelling.  We  have  little  respect  for  those  who  have  gone  before  us,  and  many  of  our 
associates  whom  we  attacked  when  they  were  alive  have  become  our  saints  after  their  deaths. 
We  don’t  remember  the  hours  associates  have  given  us  in  teaching  us  what  they  already 
know,  knowledge  painfully  gained,  and  certainly  we  don’t  feel  a  sense  of  gratitude.  Most  of. 
the  time  we  don’t  care  about  this  knowledge.  We  enjoy  remaking  that  wheel,  again,  and 
again,  and  again.  If  we  are  going  to  break  the  silence,  then  let  us  talk  about  these  issues  too. 
Let  us  not  remain  quiet  while  women  who  have  given  years  of  their  lives  to  the  Women  in 
Print  movement  and  to  women  in  general  are  soundly  trashed  in  front  of  our  eyes  by  other 
women  who  oversimplify  difficult  issues.  When  we  speak  of  dimensions  of  the  heart  let  us 
remember  that  women  we  have  worked  with  over  the  years  and  who  have  worked  for  all  of 
us  merit  our  listening  to  their  side  of  an  issue. 


This  year  at  the  Women  in  Print  Conference  Naiad  Press  was  attacked,  which 
prompted  me  to  break  my  silence.  There  are  a  number  of  issues  being  discussed  around  the 
stupendous  success  of  Lesbian  Nuns.  Some  of  those  issues  are  pornography,  the  ethics  of 
publishing,  .the  business  of  publishing,  money,  and  just  about  everything  else  we’ve  been 
talking  about  over  the  past  fifteen  years  or  so.  I’m  not  quite  sure  why  Naiad  Press  is  getting 
all  the  heat,  but  I  suspect  it  has  something  to  do  with  being  the  most  successful  sitting  duck. 
Actually,  the  real  reason  I  wanted  to  write  this  is  that  I  wanted  to  talk  about  Gene  Damon. 
I’m  not  sure  how  many  other  women  my  age  (32)  and  younger  remember  her.  I  know  her 
because  when  I  came  out  sixteen  years  ago  there  wasn’t  a  Women  in  Print  movement  and 
little  to  read  to  cast  a  positive  light  on  lesbianism. 

Fortunately,  a  friend  of  mine  had  back  issues  of  the  Ladder,  which  I  read  over  and  over 
again.  What  is  most  amazing  is  that  the  magazine  had  been  published  throughout  the  fifties 
and  the  sixties.  I  often  wonder  how  many  lives  besides  mine  were  changed  and  saved  because 
of  this  literate  lifeline?  And  how  many  of  our  publications  of  the  early  seventies  looked  to 
the  Ladder  for  their  roots  and  inspiration?  Gene  Damon  wrote  many  articles  for  that 
magazine  and  later  because  its  editor,  and  as  it  turned  out  Gene  Damon  was  only  a  pen  name 
for  Barbara  Grier. 

I  met  Barbara  Grier  in  the  early  seventies  and  have  been  both  a  friend  and  business 
associate  of  hers  for  about  a  dozen  years.  In  1973  she  and  Donna  McBride  took  the  amazing 
risk  of  starting  a  lesbian/feminist  publishing  company  called  Naiad  Press.  They  supported 
the  press  and  themselves  for  many  years  by  working  straight  jobs.  They  have  worked-eighty- 
hour  weeks  for  all  those  years  with  little  financial  gain.  Not  only  have  they  run  Naiad,  but 
they  have  also  spent  hours  in  person  and  on  the  phone  giving  free  consultation  to  women 
starting  their  own  presses.  They  have  had  the  nerve  to  take  their  lesbian/feminist  titles  and 
promote  them  in  such  a  way  to  make  them  available  not  only  to  one  small  circle  of  women 
but  to  the  masses  of  women  across  this  country.  Any  profit  that  was  made  was  put  back  into 
the  press  to  publish  other  titles,  and  it  should  be  remembered  that  not  every  book  was 
financially  successful. 

I  don’t  think  I  need  to  go  into  the  history  of  Naiad  Press  for  that  is  public  fact,  but 
think  of  what  would  not  be  in  print  if  there  was  no  Naiad  Press.  Think  of  the  financial  and 
personal  risks  that  the  women  of  Naiad  Press  have  faced.  How  many  of  us  would  take  the 
risk  to  be  personally  liable  for  thousands  of  dollars  to  be  able  to  reprint  lesbian  novels  from 
the  fifties  and  sixties?  How  many  of  us  would  have  been  willing  to  have  taken  an  even  larger 
monetary  risk  on  such  a  taboo  subject  as  lesbian  nuns? 

There  are  absolutely  no  givens,  no  guarantees  in  the  publishing  business.  What  if 
Lesbian  Nuns  had  bombed?  Instead  of  the  public  debate  around  what  Naiad  should  do  with 
its  profits  from  Lesbian  Nuns  there  would  have  been  silence.  Would  we  be  interested  in 
discussing  how  we  should  help  Naiad  Press  recover  from  a  loss?  Would  the  contributors  to 
the  anthology  share  in  the  losses?  Would  anyone  care?  No.  If  Lesbian  Nuns  had  not  been 
successful  it  would  have  been  up  to  Barbara  and  Donna  themselves  to  recover  financially. 
I’m  sorry  but  I  won’t  sit  back  and  cheer  those  naive,  narrow-minded  statements  that  were 
presented  at  Women  in  Print  in  Berkeley  called  “Statement  on  Feminist  Publishing  Ethics 
from  the  1985  Women  in  Print  Conference”  and  “1985  Women  in  Print  Publishers 
Accords.”  I  do  not  agree  with  those  simplistic  papers  and  with  the  attack  on  Naiad  Press. 

In  my  mind  Barbara  Grier’s  and  Donna  McBride’s  moral  and  spiritual  commitment  to 
women  are  exemplary.  Even  if  they  made  mistakes  around  the  publication  and  serialization 
of  Lesbian  Nuns,  and  I  hesitate  to  say  this  because  I  don’t  know  what  right  I  have  to  be  the 
judge,  they  have  the  right  to  make  a  mistake.  If  other  women  think  that  they’ve  made  a 
mistake  then  that  can  be  part  of  public  debate,  but  it  is  no  one’s  right  to  question  their 
commitment  to  women  or  to  try  to  put  them  out  of  business.  There  is  always  room  for 
discussion,  and  as  far  as  I  know  Barbara  Grier  is  no  shrinking  violet  when  it  comes  to  lively 
debate.  I’m  sure  that  she  and  others  of  us  have  a  lot  to  say  about  the  issues  surrounding 
Lesbian  Nuns,  the  business  of  publishing,  and  feminist  publishing  ethics  in  general.

Using  the  flatbed  as  a  slage,  the 
rally  al  the  Hemiciclo  a  Juarez  in¬ 
cluded  both  speakers  and  music. 
Gay  activist  Jorge  Mondragon 
listed  greetings  from  various 
groups,  including  Radio 
Vencercmos  of  El  Salvador,  and 
invited  those  present  to  join  the 
lesbian  and  gay  movement.  March 
organizer  Arturo  Diaz  denounced 
the  persistent  police  raids  and  in¬ 
timidation  of  gay  men  and  lesbians 
as  a  violation  of  the  civil  rights 
guaranteed  under  the  Mexican 
Constitution,  which  includes  the 
right  to  work,  assembly,  and  ac¬ 
cess  to  health  services.  In  addition, 
he  denounced  the  amarillismo 
(sen  sat  ionalist  ic  journalism) 
against  gay  men  and  lesbians  in 
many  sectors  of  the  press. 

(This  abusive  coverage  has 
become  worse  as  a  result  of  the 
AIDS  crisis,  even  though  Mexico 
has  had  only  a  handful  of  AIDS- 
related  deaths  to  date  —  apparent¬ 
ly  affecting  primarily  those  who 
have  returned  to  the  country  after 
living  in  the  United  States  or 
Europe.  A  particularly  gross, 
though  by  no  means  unusual,  ex¬ 
ample  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of 
Aleria ,  a  weekly  reminiscent  of  the 
National  Enquirer  of  twenty  years 
ago,  which  delighted  in  printing 
pictures  of  dismembered  corpses 
of  murder  victims.  The  accompa¬ 
nying  article  declared  that  gay  peo¬ 
ple  were  going  to  die  from  AIDS 
—  surrounded  by  pictures  of  drag 
queens.  Alanna!,  a  publication  of 
similar  journalistic  merit,  has  pro¬ 
duced  articles  equally  as  inane.) 

Emcee  Gerardo  Ortega  de¬ 
nounced  Mexican  President 
Miguel  de  la  Madrid  as  the  one 
who  was  ultimately  responsible  for 
the  repression,  which  includes  as 
its  victims  not  only  lesbians  and 
gay  men,  but  also  youth,  the  un¬ 
employed  and  —  as  always  — 
political  dissidents.  Max  Mejia,  a 
PRT  candidate  for  Congress,  de¬ 
nounced  the  imprisonment  of  two 
gay  men  in  the  state  of  Colima  for 
a  murder  he  claimed  they  did  not 
commit.  Yan  Maria  Castro,  a 
lesbian-socialist,  spoke  of  the  need 
to  organize  against  the  Right, 
whose  ever  bolder  harassment  of 
the  Left  is  apparently  condoned  by 
the  government.  Several  years  ago 
the  Frcnte  Patriotico  An- 
treomunista  Nacional  announced 


its  desire  to  kill  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  and  Communists  —  an  an¬ 
nouncement  soon  followed  by  a 
brutal  attack  on  a  play  satirizing 
the  Catholic  Church. 

The  rally  closed  with  music  by 
the  popular  all-lesbian  and  gay 
punk  rock  band  T.N.T.  Punk  has 
become  a  widespread,  and  dis¬ 
tinctly  political,  form  of  protest 
for  many  disaffected  Mexican 
youths,  especially  those  from  the 
working  class.  Angela  Martinez, 
the  group’s  lead  singer,  was  run¬ 
ning  as  a  PRT  candidate  for  con¬ 
gress. 

The  march  and  rally  were 
followed  by  a  week  of  lesbian  and 
gay  culture,  held  at  the  Foro 
Latinoamerican  Bolivar  on 


scheduled  one  week  after  the 
march,  on  Sunday,  July  7,  amid 
escalating  protests  over  their 
fairness.  PAN  supporters  con¬ 
ducted  demonstrations  and  civil 
disobedience  in  a  number  of  cities 
close  to  the  U.S.  border,  claiming 
their  party  had  won  two  state 
governorships  and  at  least  ten  seats 
in  Congress.  In  the  capital  of 
Sonora,  PAN  officials  reported 
that  three  gunmen  had  broken  into 
their  party  headquarters  and 
stolen  their  tally  sheets.  Protests 
have  included  hunger  strikes, 
blocking  traffic  and,  in  one  city, 
attacking  the  police  station  and 
burning  several  police  cruisers. 
According  to  Alvarez,  evidence  of 
vote  fraud  was  quite  apparent  in 
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Lesbian-Gay  Liberation  Movement 

Avenida  Insurgentes  Sur.  The  five- 
day  program  included  poetry, 
both  original  and  translated,  a 
discussion  of  gay  and  lesbian 
theater,  a  production  of  a  work  by 
Yukio  Mishima,  and  a  forum  and 
the  lesbian  and  gay  movement  in 
Mexico. 

In  one  further  contrast  with 
previous  years,  the  march,  rally, 
and  week  of  culture  received  little 
mention  in  the  daily  press.  Ignacio 
Alvarez,  former  member  of  the 
now-defunct  Frente  Homosexual 
de  Accion  Revolucionario,  blamed 
the  lack  of  coverage  on  Gober- 
nacion  (the  Interior  ministry). 
Gobernacion  is  seeking  to  control 
public  discussion  of  controversial 
issues  at  a  time  when  the  56-year 
reign  of  the  Partido  Revolu¬ 
cionario  Institucional  (PRI)  is 
coming  under  unusually  vigorous' 
attack  in  the  midterm  Congres¬ 
sional  elections,  especially  from 
the  more  rightist  Partido  Accion 
Nacional  (PAN).  PAN  accused 
PRI  of  stealing  elections,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  northern  states  of 
Nuevo  Leon,  Chihuahua  and 
Sonora. 

The  elections  were  conducted  as 


Mexico  City,  where  several  PAN 
victories  were  nullified  by  the 
government. 

Official  announcement  of  most 
of  the  results  was  delayed  until  a 
week  after  the  election,  with  PRI 
winning  all  but  a  handful  of  con¬ 
gressional  seats.  Results  of  ihe 
gubernatorial  contests  in  seven 
states  have  not  yet  been  released, 
nor  the  results  of  the  election  that 
apportions  a  quarter  of  the  seats  in 
Congress  among  the  smaller  par¬ 
ties.  It  remains  unclear  whether 
any  of  the  lesbian  or  gay  can¬ 
didates  will  gain  seats. 

Also  unknown  is  whether 
Rosario  Ibarra  de  Piedra,  a 
woman  who  ran  for  President  on 
the  PRT  ticket  three  years  ago  — 
the  first  woman  to  run  for  the  of¬ 
fice  in  Mexico  —  has  won  a  deputy 
seat  in  Congress.  De  Piedra  is  a 
noted  activist  who  has  addressed 
several  lesbian  and  gay  rallies. 

In  a  move  Alvarez  cited  as  addi¬ 
tion  evidence  of  growing  govern¬ 
mental  repression,  a  new  police 
code  has  been  enacted  which  seeks 
to  outlaw  the  ubiquitous  beggers, 
as  well  as  "punk”  clothing  styles.

I  was  innocent!  The  rock,  the 
broken  windowpane,  my  presence 
at  the  scene  —  circumstantial, 
purely  circumstantial.

Seeing  Our  Sexy  Selves  — j

I  was  living  not  far  from  Pajaro  Dunes,  California  in 
the  '70s  when  sex  counselors  JoAnn  Loulan  and  Dottie 
Calabries  started  their  notorious  weekend  "lesbian  sex 
camps"  there.  Being  fairly  new  to  lesbianism  at  the  time 
and  scared  to  death  of  sex,  I  was  too  intimidated  to  at¬ 
tend  the  workshops.  Since  that  time  I've  survived  any 
number  of  group  discussions  about  lesbian  sex, 
characterized  as  they  tend  to  be  by  sudden-death  con¬ 
flagrations  over  political  differences  and  layers  of  com¬ 
petitive  bravado.  This  year  I  read  Loulan's  uncontentious 
and  informative  book,  Lesbian  Sex,  based  largely  on 
what  transpired  at  those  sex  camps,  and  regretted  having 
missed  out  on  what  clearly  must  have  been  a  different 
kind  of  group  experience.  So  a  few  weeks  ago  —  still 
scared  to  death  of  sex  but  with  a  bit  more  experience 
under  my  belt  (so  to  speak)  —  /  was  pleased  but  nervous 
when  Loulan  agreed  to  take  time  off  from  her  recent  East 
Coast  tour  of  readings  and  workshops  to  come  speak 
with  me  in  the  GCN  offices.  Shouting  over  the  clatter  of 
typewriters,  a  xerox  machine  clamoring  in  our  ears, 
Loulan,  the  tape  recorder  and  I  made  a  go  at  the  kind  of 
truth-telling  about  lesbian  sexuality  that  has  become  her 
stock-in-trade,  discussing  her  book  and  her  work,  sexual 
healing  and  the  role  of  a  supportive  community  in  bring¬ 
ing  it  about. 

"For  those  of  us  who  are  still  exploring..." 

I  asked  JoAnn  how  and  why  she  came  to  write  Les¬ 
bian  Sex,  and  how  the  book  is  being  received. 

"We  have  to  learn  how  to  tell  the  truth,"  she  told 
me.  "This  is  a  major  issue  —  that  we  don't  tell  the  truth 
to  ourselves  about  our  sex  lives,  and  that  we  don't  tell 
the  truth  to  our  partners  when  we  figure  it  out.  Most  of 
us  don't  lie,  but  we  just  don't  say."  That  need  to  see  the 
truth  told  led  her  into  sex  counseling  and,  ultimately,  to 
writing  Lesbian  Sex. 

Loulan  studied  sex  education  at  the  University  of 
California  Medical  School's  Human  Sexuality  Depart¬ 
ment,  where  she  worked  with  other  educators  teaching 
weekend  sex  education  courses  to  health  professionals 
from  all  over  the  country.  "I  came  out  in  this  process 
myself,"  she  said,  "so  it  was  a  natural  thing  to  move  it  to 
the  gay  and  lesbian  community,"  first  by  developing 
courses  concentrating  on  gay  and  lesbian  issues  for  the 
straight  medical  community,  and  then  by  working  out¬ 
side  the  medical  setting  with  gay  men  and  lesbians.  "I 
think  it  helped  that  I  was  a  Catholic  in  recovery,"  she 
added.  "Having  had  no  information  about  sex  and  little 
support  around  expressing  sexuality  from  my  culture,  I 
gravitated  toward  getting  information,  to  opening  up  to 
possibilities." 

Lesbian  Sex  was  the  result  of  pulling  together  what 
she'd  learned  from  other  lesbians  over  the  years.  "I  was 
trying  to  support  lesbians  in  saying,  'There's  a  whole  lot 


more  to  our  sex  lives  than  our  genital  contact,' "  she  ex¬ 
plained.  "Instead  of  trying  to  take  a  narrow  line  on  our 
genitals,  or  our  breasts,  or  our  physical  bodies,  I  was  try¬ 
ing  to  include  our  minds  and  our  feelings  and  the  socie¬ 
ty,  and  how  that  all  has  affected  us. 

"I  think  it's  an  important  book,  and  I  think  it's  being 
received  as  such  in  the  lesbian  community.  We  sold 
nearly  7,000  copies  in  four  months.  Every  review  is  very 
excited  about  it.  I  have  nothing  but  positive  feelings 
about  it. 

"Given  that  this  is  a  pretty  controversial  topic,  it's  a 
pretty  middle-of-the-road  volume,"  Loulan  continued. 
"Even  the  women  who  really  want  to  have  controversy 
aren't  able  to  find  much.  I  haven't  said,  'You  better  do 
this,  or  you  should  do  that,  or  if  you  don't  do  that  you're 
a  jerk.'  So  there's  really  hardly  anything  to  grab  hold  of 
and  say,  'You're  a  bad  person,  JoAnn."

ourselves.  Very  often,  especially  for  those  of  us  who  a 
incest  and  rape  survivors,  it's  like  your  body  betrays  yc 
when  it  gets  excited.  We  are  often  still  under  the  beli 
that  someone  else  owns  our  sexuality.  We're  waitir 
-around  for  our  sexuality  to  be  stimulated  from  sorT 
other  source  instead  of  inside  ourselves.  We  have  sue 
a  mind,  body  and  emotion  split  that  we  don't  eve 
know  how  to  integrate  them,  so  we  cut  off  our  ow 
selves  from  our  sexual  feelings.  I  know  I  do,  all  the  timi 
Sexual  feelings  are  scary,  they  get  you  in  trouble.

There  have  been  some  criticisms.  "Some  women 
haven't  liked  that  I  included  even  one  paragraph  on 
S&M,  that  some  lesbians  do  that.  Some  women  haven't 
liked  that  I  included  about  three  lines  on  the  fact  that 
some  lesbians  have  sex  with  men.  Others  have  said, 
'Wouldn't  it  be  great  to  have  included  more  graphic 
sexual  stuff,'  that  there's  too  much  sweetness  and  light 
and  not  enough  talk  about  fucking." 

Loulan  says  she  has  not  felt  "purposefully 
attacked,"  that  criticisms  have  been  constructive  and 
she  would  like  to  see  them  incorporated  into  future 
writings  on  the  subject.  "I  never  thought  the  book 
would  be  the  end-all  to  be-all.  Hopefully,  I'll  be  doing 
Volume  Two.  Although,"  she  adds  with  a  laugh,  "my 
girlfriend  will  leave  me  if  I  do. 

"For  some  women  the  book  may  seem  like  old 
news.  Women  who  have  been  around  for  a  while  or 
have  been  exploring  these  issues  for  a  long  time  may 
think  the  book  isn't  racy  enough,  not  in-depth  enough. 
That  may  be  so,  but  I  wasn't  writing  for  women  who 
already  know  everything.  I  was  writing  for  those  of  us 
who  are  still  exploring,  those  of  us  who  need  informa¬ 
tion  —  and  in  some  areas,  just  to  jar  people's  thinking  so 
they  can  continue  the  work." 

Where  our  problems  come  from  —  fear, 
misogyny,  homophobia...

"Most  of  us  have  come  from  a  place  of  abuse,  or 
cest,  or  feeling  like  shit  because  we're  women  i 
because  we're  lesbians,  or  in  substance  abuse  recover 
or  have  religious  or  cultural  backgrounds  that  are  cy< 
ing.  If  we  wait  around  for  excitment  or  desire,  we  m; 
be  waiting  until  time  ends.  One  way  lesbians  wait  f< 
desire  is  you  go  out  with  somebody  new,  you  have  a  hi 
sex  life  for  six  weeks,  and  then  sex  dies  off  and  yc 
wonder  what  happened.  Then  you  just  stop  having  se: 
waiting  again  for  desire.  I  think  a  very  small  number  < 
us  have  really  just  lost  interest  in  our  sexual  partner, 
think  it's  much  more  internal  stuff  —  that  we're  turnir 
off  or  we're  afraid,  or  else  our  partner  is,  so  tf 
dynamics  between  the  two  stop  the  sexual  relatin; 
What  often  happens  then  is  one  woman  in  the  coup 
gets  desire  with  someone  else,  and  then  goes  off  an 
starts  this  whole  process  over  again.  I'm  not  sayir 
that's  bad,  but  I  believe  we  can  choose  to  have  sex  ; 
our  lives  even  if  the  desire  and  excitement  is  gone." 

I  asked  JoAnn  where  she  thinks  the  desire  and  e: 
citement  go.  She  laughed  and  began  singing,  "Wher 
does  desire  go?"  "We  could  make  an  album  about  it, 
she  said.  "If  I  knew  the  answer  to  that  question,  I'd  get 
million  bucks."

pearance  —  homophobia,  family  backgrounds.  The 
way  we  hate  ourselves  as  women  —  the  misogyny  in  the 
culture,  the  way  we've  been  objectified  all  our  lives. 
Fear  of  intimacy.  I  don't  know  where  the  shyness  comes 
from  in  saying  what  we  want  about  sex.  Maybe  it's  a 
remolding  of  our  family  scene.  You  live  with  your  family 
for  18  years,  and  what  do  they  know  about  you?  We 
tend  more  and  more  to  not  tell  our  lovers  what  we're 
thinking.  'Oh,  well,  I'll  tell  her  later,  or  when  the  time 
comes.'  The  closer  companions  we  become,  the  scarier 
it  is  to  tell  who  we  really  are.  Then  we  turn  around  to 
someone  on  the  bus  and  tell  them  our  life  story.  I  ran  a 
retail  clothing  store  years  ago,  and  when  customers 
were  paying  for  their  clothes  and  telling  me  their  life 
stories,  I  used  to  think,  'I  swear  to  god,  I  ought  to  charge 
them.'  That's  probably  what  sent  me  to  graduate 
school." 

"Thirty-nine  percent  of  all  women  are  sexually 
abused  by  the  time  they're  18  —  it's  a  lot  more  general 
than  you  might  think.  They  find  their  bodies  dirty,  their 
bodies  'made  someone  else  go  out  of  control'  —  that's 
what  they  learned. 

'The  whole  pivotal  issue  for  incest  survivors,  which 
goes  beyond  women  who  are  abused  by  strangers  in  the 
street  (not  to  say  that  that's  not  harrowing,  because  it 
certainly  is),  is  the  confusion  of  love,  loyalty,  betrayal, 
sexuality,  violence,  sexual  feelings,  and  orgasmic  re¬ 
sponse  —  it's  so  mixed  up,  so  distorted,  that  it's  like  a 
kid  being  raised  in  a  fun  house,  or  a  spook  house,  at  a 
carnival.  When  they  come  out,  there's  a  whole  other 
world  they're  supposed  to  function  in  somehow. 

"Even  if  incest  survivors  are  confronting  their  in¬ 
cestuous  relationship,  even  if  they're  dealing  with  it  in 
therapy  and  getting  support  from  their  community  or 
their  friends  or  their  support  group,  I  think  the 
magnitude  of  the  distortion  isn't  confronted  or  maybe 
even  comprehended. 

"It's  like  women  who  are  working-class  or  poor  and 
find  out  through  their  political  work  that  they  in  fact 
weren't  middle  class,  in  a  culture  that  requires  people  to 
act  middle  class  or  pretend  they're  middle  class.  All  the 
things  they  did  to  'pass'  had  a  sociological  basis  — 
there's  the  whole  reason  for  why  they  felt  so  bad  and  so 
wrong  and  so  odd.  Once  you  get  into  the  politics  of 
class,  the  magnitude  of  it  is  almost  beyond  comprehen¬ 
sion.  That's  an  analogy  I  like  to  use  for  incest  survivors. 
What  it's  like  to  be  molested  by  a  family  member, 
whether  it  happened  once  or  periodically  or  con¬ 
tinuously,  that  destruction  of  image,  of  bonding,  is  not 
comprehensible  on  some  level.  We  depend  on  our  fam¬ 
ilies  for  everything  as  human  animals,  theTamily  unit  is 
responsible  for  your  actual  living  and  breathing.  For 
women  who  have  experienced  such  abuse  to  then  go 
be  sexual,  and  to  try  to  form  a  kind  of  family  connection 
with  another  person,  is  very  complicated,  if  not  impos¬ 
sible  for  some  women.  To  try  to  create  another  family 
structure,  whether  it's  an  extended  group  home  or  with 
a  lover  or  in  a  non-monogamous  situation,  or  whether 
you're  trying  to  be  your  own  family  and  having  casual 
sexual  relationships,  the  effect  is  intense.  Think  of  the 
destructions  of  wars.  This  is  a  similar  kind  of  experience, 
only  worse  because  even  in  wars  the  family  at  least  tries 
to  stick  together,  family  members  try  to  save  one 
another. 

And  what  we  can  do... 
consciousness,  willingness,  support 

"With  willingness  there's  hope  for  us  to  change  our 
sex  lives,"  JoAnn  assured  me.  "I  think  the  key  to  it  all  is 
staying  conscious,  which  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  do. 
None  of  us  wants  to  stay  conscious.  Why  are  drugs  and 
alcohol,  sugar  and  television  and  movies  thriving?  Why 
do  we  all  have  car  radios?  Wherever  we  are  there's 
something  we  can  do  for  stimulation.  A  chemical,  food, 
entertainment  —  even  books  to  a  certain  degree.

What  I  say  is,  don't  do  the  marathons.  It's  easy  to  blow 
off  five  or  six  hours,  but  it's  not  so  easy  to  say,  'I  can't 
find  15  minutes.'  You  can't  find  15  minutes?  I  don't 
believe  it.  We  keep  coming  back  to  that  willingness. 

"Unless  we  have  someplace  we  check  in  once  a 
week,  we  let  it  slide.  I  think  that's  true  of  anything.  If  you 
want  to  learn  to  play  the  piano  you  can't  just  do  it  every 
six  months.  You  have  to  practice,  and  check  in.  You  can 
do  that  with  a  lover,  with  a  close  friend,  or  a  support 
group  or  a  therapist  —  someplace  where  there's  some¬ 
thing  honest.  Because  we  resist  change.  Because  we 
don't  want  to  do  it  —  it's  scary. 

"That's  how  all  groups  who  are  oppressed,  or  fear¬ 
ful,  or  want  to  change  something  help  change  it.  People, 
don't  just  climb  Mt.  Everest  singing,  "Hi  ho,  hi  ho,  it's 
off  to  work  we  go."  Half  the  time  you're  encouraging 
each  other.  That's  why  there's,  an  order,  a  lead  on  a 
mountain-climbing  expedition  —  partly  because  the 
lead  is  more  experienced,  but  a  big  chunk  of  it  is  they 
can  turn  and  say  to  the  people  behind,  'come  on,  come 
on.'  When  someone  gets  caught  and  fearful,  the  lead 
person  better  not  get  caught  and  fearful.  You  can  trade 


off  being  the  lead,  but  there  has  to  be  someone  who  can 
support  us  in  saying,  'Come  on,  put  your  next  foot  in 
front  of  the  other.'  Sex  doesn't  have  to  be  any  different 
than  learning  how  to  do  auto  mechanics,  or  learning 
how  to  climb  a  mountain.  But  we  treat  it  differently.  We 
make  it  this  very  awesome  magical  thing,  and  it  isn't." 

And  a  very  private  thing,  I  posited. 

"Yes,"  JoAnn  agreed,  "so  we're  atrophying,  going 
inward  all  the  time. 

"The  first  thing  is  that  women  have  to  start  talking. 
Couples  who  have  been  together  for  awhile  have  to 
start  talking  about  lack  of  desire,  this  not  wanting  to  be 
sexually  involved  with  each  other.  Very  commonly  in 
therapy  A)  says  she  wants  to  have  sex  and  B)  says  she 
doesn't.  Then  either  A)  is  seen  as  male,  as  aggressive,  as 
pushy,  as  not-good  because  she's  'hyper-sexual,'  or  B) 
is  seen  as  frigid,  as  not  wanting  to  be  open  and 
vulnerable,  as  uptight  and  provincial  because  she 
doesn't  want  to  have  sex.  Then  we  work  and  work  and 
work,  and  B)  says  she's  willing  to  have  sex  and  often  A) 
doesn't  want  to  have  sex  under  those  circumstances. 

"How  do  you  break  down  out  of  that  polarization, 
the  ritualistic  sort  of  fighting  —  I  want  to/I  don't  want  to 
—  and  talk  about  what's  really  true  under  that?  I  try  to 
talk  about  how  it's  not  one  person's  fault,  it's  a  rela¬ 
tional  situation.  Then  I  encourage  them  to  start  telling 
the  truth  about  what's  true  about  sex,  and  to  set  up  a 
plan  to  re-introduce  sex  into  their  lives.  It  has  to  be  that 
both  parties  are  willing  to  change  their  sex  lives.  Person 


pany  the  aging  process.  "As  women  get  older  they  get 
more  comfortable  with  themselves,"  JoAnn  said. 
"They're  not  so  influenced  by  what  other  people  tell 
them.  They're  not  so  afraid.  They've  worked  through 
childhood  traumas,  even  consciously  or  through  having 
sex  over  and  over  through  the  years.  Often  their  families 
have  died.  'Women  who  have  lived  longer'  are  ignored 
in  our  community,  not  seen  as  important.  Those  of  us 
who  are  younger  believe  that  women  who  are  our 
mothers'  ages  don't  have  sex,  because  we  can't  imagine 
our  mothers  being  sexual.  But  many  aging  women  are 
very  sexual.  My  friend  Marcy  Adelman  has  researched 
lesbians  over  60  for  many  years.  The  women  she  inter¬ 
viewed  on  the  average  have  sex  three  or  four  times  a 
month,  which  is  more  than  the  young  women  I  inter¬ 
view  and  work  with." 

When  I  commented  that  our  culture's  association 
of  sex  with  youth  and  the  invisibility  of  women  older 
than  myself  have  contributed  to  my  own  sense  of 
hopelessness  about  sex,  JoAnn  responded,  "I  was  talk¬ 
ing  with  a  woman  the  other  day  who  was  close  to  40 
and  one  of  the  older  women  in  her  community  (how 
crazy  that  40  is  one  of  the  older  lesbians!)  and  she  was 
saying,  'I  don't  want  to  talk  with  a  20-year-old.  After  1 5 
minutes  or  so,  I'm  not  interested  in  what  20-year-olds 
are  interested  in.'  Well,  it's  the  same  thing  for  60-year- 
olds  —  they're  not  interested  in  what  30-year-olds  have 
to  say.  Of  course  that's  a  gross  generalization.  But  they 
want  to  hang  out  with  their  peers.  Very  often  their  peers 
aren't  hanging  out  at  the  bars,  they're  not  going  to  the 
women's  concerts,  they're  not  going  to  the  dances. 
That's  part  of  why  they're  invisible  to  us  —  they're  off 
doing  their  own  thing  with  each  other. 

"On  the  other  hand,  they're  oppressed  to  a  certain 
degree.  When  they  are  around  younger  women  they're 
objectified  —  ignored  or  seen  as  super-beings.  We're  in¬ 
tensely  segregated  by  age  in  the  U.S.,  and  that's  certain¬ 
ly  no  different  in  the  lesbian  community. 

"Of  course  the  segregation  isn't  only  by  age.  Part  of 
it  is  our  country  is  so  damned  big.  The  young  white 


middle-class  lesbians  can  all  hang  out  with  each 
other,  as  can  the  women  of  color  who  are  lesbian  and 
middle-aged,  as  can  the  older  Jewish  lesbians." 

I  commented  that  I  appreciated  her  book  for  seek¬ 
ing  out  the  experiences  of  a  variety  of  different  com¬ 
munities,  because  we  can't  really  learn  from  each  other 
as  long  as  what  goes  on  within  each  group  stays  isolated 
and  gets  reinforced.  "Exactly,"  JoAnn  responded. 
"One  of  the  ways  things  get  broken  down  is  through 
books,  partly  because  they  get  distributed  everywhere. 
My  book  is  available  to  mainstream  bookstores,  to 
Dalton  Books  and  whomever.  But  I  don't  know  how 
willing  they  are  to  carry  a  book  that  just  says  'lesbian 
sex'  with  that  hot  pink  cover  and  purple  letters. 

"Eight  women's  bookstores  have  closed  this  year," 
she  continued.  "Womankind  on  Long  Island  is  closing 
—  that's  number  nine.  If  we  don't  have  womeh's 
bookstores  we  aren't  going  to  have  books  out  on  the 
shelves  called  'lesbian  sex.'  The  issue  of  money  has 
come  up  on  this  tour  —  in  terms  of  how  much  I  get  paid 
for  my  talks  and  workshops,  and  how  much  the 
organizers  and  the  bookstores  get  paid.  We  expect 
women  to  work  for  nothing.  Lesbians  can't  do  that 
forever.  It's  brought  up  feelings  and  ideas  for  me  about 
how  in  the  lesbian  community  we  have  such  a  terribly 
difficult  time  supporting  one  another.  Lack  of  support 
around  sex  is  only  one  symptom.  I  think  one  of  the 
bases  of  that  lack  of  support  is  homophobia;  deep  down 
inside  we're  ashamed  of  our  lesbianism.  I  can't 


There's  a  whole  lot  more  to  our  sex  lives  than  our  genital 
contact. 


We  make  sex  into  this  very  awesome ,  magical ,  private  thing.  Women  have  to  start  talking. 


"You  can  talk  about  all  kinds  of  techniques,"  she 
continued,  "  but  you  have  to  have  that  basic  conscious¬ 
ness,  and  that  basic  willingness.  Most  of  us  really,  truly, 
underneath  it  all,  don't  have  a  willingness  to  change 
anything.” 

I  suggested  that  was  because  we  feel  so  much  fear, 
that  in  addition  to  pushing  on  the  willingness,  and  talk¬ 
ing  about  techniques,  homework  and  "muscle 
development"  in  Lesbian  Sex,  it  was  the  well  of  support 
she  provided  that  I  found  indispensable. 

"It  is  very  hard  to  get  support,"  Loulan  agreed. 
"We  don't  talk  about  sex,  yet  we  base  all  our  relation¬ 
ships  on  it.  We're  so  busy  being  factioned  in  our  com¬ 
munity  that  it's  very  hard  for  us  to  unconditionally  sup¬ 
port  each  other.  You  can  go  to  a  therapist  if  that  feels 
right.  The  other  thing  I  suggest  to  women  is  to  create  a 
support  group  that  you  go  to  every  week,  where  you  set 
up  what  you  are  going  to  do  about  your  sex  life  that 
week.  Do  things  that  are  do-able.  Set  up  a  do-able  time. 


A)  has  to  be  willing  to  change  her  position  of  'I  want  sex 
all  the  time';  person  B)  has  to  be  willing  to  have  sex 
somehow  introduced  into  her  life.  We  could  be  talking 
about  years  here.  We're  the  McDonald's  generation  — 
we  want  it  now  —  but  it  just  doesn't  happen  overnight. 
In  the  willingness  to  change  you  have  to  set  up  times 
and  ways  and  energy  to  actually  do  that.  You  have  to 
practice  having  sex.  I  just  don't  know  another  way  to  do 
it. 

"The  most  important  thing  I  tell  women  as  they  age 
is  to  keep  their  bodies  working.  If  they  don't  have  part¬ 
ners,  to  make  sure  they  continue  to  masturbate.  If  they 
do,  that  they  continue  to  keep  sex  in  their  lives.  Our 
nerves  and  muscles  that  go  to  helping  us  with  sexual  en¬ 
joyment  need  stimulation  and  exercise  just  like  any 
muscles  in  our  bodies.  Our  genitals  and  vaginas  are  no 
different.  Because  sex  isn't  dealt  with  openly  and  clear¬ 
ly,  it's  often  ignored." 

It  is  encouraging  that  some  healing  seems  to  accom- 


remember  a  time  when  concern  for  individual 
economic  survival  was  so  pervasive,  yet  supporting 
ourselves  and  our  community  are  not  mutually  ex¬ 
clusive.  We  have  a  lot  to  learn  from  other  oppressed 
groups  about  the  community  gathering  together  —  that 
whatever  the  splits  and  divisions  there  are  within  our 
community,  the  structure  as  a  whole  can  be  a  united 
rather  than  a  divisive  one.  The  country  is  acting  like  it's 
the  1950s,  and  the  lesbian  community  is  acting  that 
way,  too.  We're  afraid  to  support  our  community,  or  we 
take  it  for  granted.  It's  exciting  to  see  the  campuses 
politicizing  around  South  Africa,  and  the  Central 
America  demonstrations,"  Loulan  concluded.  "Maybe 
we're  going  to  turn  the  tide  on  this  return  to  1953." 

joAnn  Loulan  will  be  speaking  in  Northampton,  Mass,  on 
Friday,  Nov.  8,  and  will  lead  an  all-day  workshop  on  lesbian  sex¬ 
uality  there  the  following  day.

GCN  photographer  Susan 
Fleischmann  has  won  an 
honorable  mention  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  Local  Cable 
Programmers  for  a  program  'She 
did  on  AIDS  and  AIDS  Related 
Complex  (ARC)  entitled  To  Life.
